ing purposes ; selling from first hands at 4J cents in tierces,
and 4 cents per lb. in barrels Peas None of con-

sequence coming in, and scarcely any on market. For Cow
there is a fair demand from dealers, and parcels would find
ready sale on receipt.

Hat No receipts or sales; the market is moderately
supplied with former arrivals and rules dull.

Lime None received for two or three weeks past, and
the stock in dealers bands is becoming reduced. There is a
moderate demand, and we quote sales from store at 90 cU.

$1 per cask for common lump, as in quantity.
Molasses There is a moderate stock of Cuba, und we

quote only small sales from first hands at 24 to 27 cents per
gallon.

Potatoes The market is well supplied with both Irish
and 8weet, and rules quiet. Small sales at $2 a 2 25 per
bbl. for the latter from htore, and 60 to 65 cents per bushel
for the former.

Pea Nuts The demand from buyers has become some-
what checked, and in consequence tbe market has ruled
rather dull ; we have, however, no change to report in
prices. We quote sales from carts and wagons during the
week at $1 05. $1 10. $1 15. $1 20. $1 25, $1 30 $1 32 per
bushel the latter pi ices being paid for an extra article.

Provisions. ln the market for N. C. cured Bacon we
have no change to note. There is none coming in. and the
market U entirely bare, consequently no sales have taken
place. There is a fair demand tor retailing purposes, and for

prime article our quotations cou'd be had Litt'e or no

ana privations or tne people daring its existence.
But may I be permitted solemnly to invoke my coun-

trymen to pause and deliberate before they determine to
destroy this, the grandest temple which has ever been
dedicated to human freedom since the world began. It
has been consecrated by the blood of our fathers, by
the glories of the past and the hopes of the future. The
Union has already made ns the most prosperous, and
ere long will, if preserved, render us the most powerful
nation on the face of the earth.

In every foreign region of the globe, the title of
American citizen is held in the highest respect, and
when pronounced in a foreign land.it causes the hearts
of our countrymen to swell with honest pride. Surely,
when we reach the brink of the yawning abyss, we shall
recoil with horror from the last fatal plunge. By such

dread catastrophe, the hopes of the friends of freedom
throughout tbe world would be destroyed, and a long
night of leaden despotism would enshroud tbe nations.
Our example for more than eighty years would not only
be lost, but it would be quoted as a conclusive proof that
man is unfit for It is not every wrong

nay, it is not every grievous wrong which can justi-
fy a resort to such a fearful alternative. This ought to
be the last desperate remedy of n despairing p?ople, af-

ter every other constitutional means of conciliation had
been exhausted.

We should reflect that under this free government there
is an incessant ebb and flow in public opinion. The
slavery question, like everything human, will have its
day. I firmly believe that it has already reached and
passed the culminating point, but if, in the midst ot the
existing excitement, the Union shall perish, the evil may
then be irreparable.

Congress can contribute much to avert it, by pro
posing and recommending to the Legislatures of the
several States the remedy for existing evils, which the
Constitution has for itself provided for its own observa
tion. This has been tried at different critical periods ofu:t -- j i ., . .uur injury, anu aiways wnn eminent success, it is to
be found in the fifth Article, providing for its own
amendment. Under this Article amendments have been
proposed by two-thir- ds of both Houies of Coneresa. and
have been ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourt-hs of
the several btates, and have consequently become parts
of the Constitution.

To this process the country is indebted for the clause
prohibiting Congress from passing any law respecting
an establishment of religion, or abridging the freedom
of speech, or of the press, or of the right of petition ;
to this we are also indebted for the bill of rights which
secures the people against any abuse of power by the
federal government.

Such were the apprehensions iustlv entertained bv the
friends of State Rights at that period as to have render
ed it extremely doubtful whether the Constitution could
have long survived without these amendments.

Again, the Constitution was amended by the same
process, after the election of President Jefivrson, by the
House ot Kepresentatives, in February, 1803. This
amendment was rendered necessary to prevent a recur
rence of tbe dangers which had seriously threatened the
existence of the government during the pendency of that
eiecnon. i ne article, ior its own amendment, was in-

tended to secure the amicable adjustment of conflicting
constitutional questions like the present, which might
arise between the government of the btates and that of
the United States.

This appears from contemporaneous history. In this
connection I shall merely call attention to a few senti
ments : Mr. Madison's iustlv celebrated report in 1798
to the Legislature of Virginia. In this he ably
and conclusively defended the resolutions of
the preceding Legislature agrainst the strictures of
several other State Legislations ; these were mainly
tounded upon the protest of the Virginia Legislature
against the Alien and Sedition Acts, as palpable and
alarming infractions ot the Constitution.

Io pointing out the peaceful and constitutional reme
dies ne reterred to none otner to which the btates were
authorized to resort on such occasions. He concluded
by saying that the Legislatures of the States might
have made a direct representation to Congress with a
view to obtain a rescinding of the two offensive acts
or they might have represented to their respective
Senators in Congress their wish that two-thir-ds there
of would propose an explanatory amendment to the
Constitution, or two-third- s of themselves, it such
had .been their option, might, by an application to
Congress, have obtained a convention for the same
object. This is the very course which I earnestly
recommend in order to obtain an explanatory amend
ment of the Constitution on the subject of slavery.

This might originate with Congress or the State
Legislatures, as may be deemed most advisable to at-

tain the object. The explanatory amendment might be
confined to the final settlement of the true construction
on three special points ; first, an express recognition of
the rights of property in slaves in the States where it now
exists or may hereafter exist ; second, the duty of pro
tecting this right in all the common territories through
out their territorial existence, and until they shall be ad
mitted as btates into the Union, with or witnout
slavery, as their Constitution may prescribe ; third, a
like recognition of the right ot tee master to have bis
slave, who has escaped from one State to another, re-

stored and delivered up to him ; and of the validity of
the fugitive slave law, enacted for this purpose,
together with a declaration that all State laws, im-

pairing or defeating this right, are violations of the con-

stitution, and are, consequently, null and void.
It may be objected that this construction of the Con-

stitution has already been settled by the Supreme Court
of the United States, and what more ought to be re-

quired. The answer is, that a very large propoition of
the people of the United States still contest the cor-

rectness of this decision, and never will cease from agi-

tation and admit its binding force until clearly estab-
lished by the people of the several States in their sover-

eign character. Such an explanatory amendment would,
it is believed, forever terminate the existing dissensions,
and restore peace and harmony among the States.

It ought not to be doubted that such an appeal to the
arbitrament established by the Constitution itseif,
would be received with favor by all the States of the
Confederacy. In any event it ought to be tried in a spirit
of conciliation before any of these States shall separate
themselves from the Union.

The President enumerates the evil3 resulting from

civil war, but is convinced tbatihat period has not yet
arrived. In order to justify a resort to revolutionary
resistance, the Federal txovernment must be guilty oi
a deliberate, palpable, and dangerous exercise of its pow-

ers. The late Presidential Election is not of sufficient
cause for resistance, and repudiates the right ol secession
as inconsistent with the character of the Federal Con
stitution.

The Constitution has adopted effectual means to restrain
the States from interfering with their exercise. For
that purpose it has, in strong and prohibitory language,
expressly declared that no State shall enter into any
treaty of alliance or confederation, grant letters of

marque and reprisal ; coin money, emit bills of credit, or
make anything but gold and silver coin a tender in pay
ment of debts ; pass any bill, of attainder, ex post facto
law, or any Uw impairing the obligation of contracts
Moreover, without the consent of Congress no State
shall lay any imposts or duties on any imports or ex-

ports except what may be absolutely necessary for exe-

cuting its inspection laws, and if they exceed this
amount, the excess shall belong to the United States.- -

Pursuant to public notice civen in the newsDSDers. and in
various parts of the county, a large and respectable cumber
of the citizens of Duplin, irrespective of party, assembled
at the Court House in Kecansville, on the 1st day of Decem- -
Der, ibu, ior tne purpose ot tailing into consideration the
condition of our Federal Relations.

Alter the organization of the meetine. bv callinc JamM
Dickson, Esq., to the Chair, and appointing Messrs. J. Q.
McGowen and Gibson S. a- -r Secretaries, prayer was of-
fered by the Eev. Henry R. Kornegay.

On motion, two geut'emen from each precinct in the
county were appointed by the representatives of the pre-
cinct on the Committee to draft resolutions for the action rf
the meeting. Whereupon, Messrs. William R. Hill, A. O.
Mo-el- y, Dr. B r . obb, Joel Loftin. Eev. H. R. Kornegay,
Daniel Herrinsr. Sherwood Gradv. James W. Davis. Z--

Smith, Jr., John It. Miller, Oib&on Sloan, Edward Souther- -
i no, ii. i.anier, tr., John Uarr, D. T. arr, Wm R. Waid,
B. J. Carr, J. B. R. Monk, George W. I amb, Joshua R. Ez-zel- l,

George W. Middleton, Owen R. Kenan, and Joseph T.
Rhodes were appointed on the Committee, who retired to
prepare the resolutions.

During the absence of the Committee, Col. William J.
Houston w9 called tor, and responded in an eloquent and
ab'e speech of about an hour's leDth, being frequently in-
terrupted by bursts of applause. After Mr. Houston con-
cluded, Mes rs. J 1. S anfnrd and William A. Allen were
called for, and entertained the meeting in a few patriotic
and highly commendable remarks. The Committee then
appeared, ana through their chairman, Major Joseph T.
Khodes, submitted the following preamble aud resolutions,
which were urged for adoption by the meeting in a speech
from the chairman of the commilt ue, strong in feeling and
bouthern in principle

Whereas, lhe election of a purely sectional President and
Vice President o' the United States, by the people of the
Northern-portio- of this confederacy, upon a purely sectional
tlattorm, will put the Federal Government under the control
of men who avow the doctrine ot the tqnali'y of the whie
and black races, which doctrine if put into practice, must
result in the destruction f our political, social and indusuial
condition : to avoid which several of the Southern States
are preparing to, and iu our opinion will, withdraw from
the Union.

Be it therefore
liesolced, That we do most heartily recommend the for

mation of a Southern Confederacy, aud to this end we here-
by request our and members of the House of Com-
mons in the General to use their best efforts to
proccre the call of the Convention of the people of North
Carolina, with the view of taking such steps as may be ne-
cessary thertfor.

Be it further
Jiesolted, That we do hereby request our Representatives

in the State Legislature, to urge the passage ot a law, to
arm with the most approved weapmsof modern warfare,
ten thousand men or more, and hxie thm drilled at the ex-
pense of the state, to be subject to the call of the Governor
at any time within the next five years, unless tranquility
fehall 6or.ner be restoied ; and also to urge the necesbity of
organizing the militia of the Stale.

On motion, copies of the above resolutior.s were ordered
to be sent to our Represtntat ves in the Lei la ure, and to
different papers in the state, with a request for publica-
tion.

On motion, the meetiDg adjourned.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE.

SECESSION.
The President in relation to secession recom-nrtid- s:

What in the meantime is the responsib-

ility and trr.e position of the Executive. He
is bound by solemn oath, before God and the coun-

ts, to take care that the laws be faithfully executed,
v'& from this obligation he cannot be absolved by any
human power. But what if the performance ot this duty in
wiiule or in part has been rendered impracticable by
cvifits over which he could have exercised no control.
Such at the present moment is the case throughout the
State of S. Carolina, so far as the laws of the U. States
to secure the administration of justice by means of the
Federal judiciary are concerned.

All the federal officers within its limits through whose
agency alone these laws can be carried into execution,

ave already resigned.
We no longer have a district judge or a district att-

orney in South Carolina ; in fact, the whole machinery
of tk' Federal Government, necessary for the distributi-

on (f remedial justice amorg the people, has been de-

molished, and it would be difficult, if not impossible, to
replace it.

The on'y acts of Congress on the statute bouk, beari-

ng upon tnis subject, are those of the twenty-eight- h

February, 1795, and 3d March, 1807 ; these authorize
tie Prctider.t, after he shall have ascertained that the
Marshal, with his posse comVatus, is unable to exe-

cute civil or criminal process in any particular case, to
call forth the militia and employ the army and navy to aid
him ia performing thi.i service, having first, by proclam-

ation, commanded the insurgents to disperse and retire
peaceably to their respective abodes within a limited
time. This duty canaot by possibility be performed in
a slate where no judicial authority exists to issue proc-

ess, and where there is no Marshall to execute it, and
where, even if there were such an officer, the entire pop-p'ati- on

would constitute one solid combination to res-

ist him.
Ia regard to the property of the United States in

South Carolina, he says, this ha3 been purchased
for a fair equivalent, by consent of the Legislature
of the State, tor the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals,
kt., and over these the authority to exercise exclusive
halation has been expressly granted by the Constituti-
on to Congress.

It is not believed that any attempt will be made to
expel the United States from this property by force,
